SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD Hawaii is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to person who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 
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The DVD Hawaii contains a feature and additional components, including a large 
number of trailers, that consist of explicit depictions of sexual activity. The technical 
sophistication of the publication allows the viewer to display and view the sexual 
material contained in the publication in a number of different formats. However, it is 
the intention of the publication that the feature and the short trailers be viewed in their 
entirety, without interruption. The explicit nature of the sexual material in the DVD 
renders the availability of the publication likely to be injurious to the public good unless 
it is restricted to an adult audience. 

The Classification Office is confident that its interpretation and application of the 
criteria set out in s3 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 is in 
accordance with the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
The restriction on the availability of the DVD is the minimum that can be applied to 
prevent likely injury to the public good. 
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
